lul students of t,he habits of this insect, 
Mr. S. 1$. 1'eck, of Muskegoii. Mich., 
writes on this point as follows: 


"Experiments have been made, by my- 


self and others with the following re- 
sults: The larv:i- have repeatedly been 
placed in contact with sound apples, 
and soon found inside; they enter more 
readily when shut from the light. Some 
twenty infected apples taken from the 
tree have ho -n placed in a box with a 
few sound onus, when, after an interval 
of a day or two, the sound ones have 
been occupied by the. larva-. 
A nearly 


full-grown larva has been shut up with 
n sound apple, om and a (juarter inches 
in diameter, and in less than twenty- 
four hours was found inside with the 
whole (-ore demolished, showing that it 
does not take a fellow long to use up a 
specimen. 
A larva was also discovered 


in its passage from one apple to an- 
other, the two being in contact, and 
several eases have 'occurred when; a 
passage between apples in contact has 
evidently been made by om- occupant. 


••The'obsiTviitioub and experiments 


thus related have been confined to the 
t-arlv part of the season and to the Iirst 
brood of larv:v. not supposing that the 
cmioTiitioii continued after the fruit 
wa/iii-ai-ly ripe; but it is now ascer- 
tained that they do emigrate after tlie 
fruit lias been" gathered aud stored. 
Now, 
these discoveries and investiga- 


tions are not merely to gratify curiosity, 
but they open a new and more success- 
ful mode of warfare; for, if true, the 
daily picking off the infected fruit and 
its destruction is at Mice suggested as 
tlie.most etVieient remedy, aud we may 
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have hopes that with this and th 
age system wo must he able to save, a 
portio'n of our crop, if not eventually 
to run out this insidious pest." 


The bandage system referred to 


above, is the 'one most, generally \ised 
for destroying the codling moths. 
It 


consists iii winding about the stem of 
the tree, a few feet from the ground, 
some kind of soft cloth. The caterpil- 
lars that have fallen from or with the 
fruit as they ascend the tree in search 
of a safe place in which to spin their co- 
coons find here one apparently adapted 
for their own purpo-e. preferable oven 
to the cracks in the bark of the tree, 
and 
immediately 
commence 
their 


work. These bands can he readily ex- 
amined every few days, and all cater- 
pillaK and ptip:c found under them easi- 
ly destroyed. Old rags and pieces of 
sacking or ropes may he used for bands. 
Some prefer ropes of hay to anything 
else, because by moving them up and 
down on the stem the pupa; and cater- 
pillars can be crushed without taking 
the bands from the tree. 


Several trap.- of complicated form 


have been invented, nnd one .nt least 
has been patented, hut the simple band 
is cheaper and more effective.

by hanging under

mouthod jars or 'ootile-;. in which a 
mixture of molasses. \ 
rar and water,

fruit to fall from the tree; it should be 
shaken off and fed to hogs or cattle, or 
otherwise disposed of in a way to dc-

To Prerent Pinkeye. 


During thu past few years owners of 


horses hare been lares losers of horses' 
labor and horses' lives by a disease 
commonly but erroneously called pink- 
eye. Local horse doctors Lave ignorant- 
ly treated it as such, and the owners 
have continued to use horses afflicted 
with symptoms, thereby losing many 
valuable animals that if properly used 
and treated would now be as valuable 
as ever. My opinion is that by careful 
investigation, every horse that has been 
afflicted and succumbed to it, if the 
truth were known, will be found to have 
had a disease nearly allied to it, if not 
identical with, pneumonia. Many horse? 
have been taken suddenly, while driv- 
ing fast, on a sharp, frosty day, while 
others h;ive got a cold, seemingly sligh', 
;it. Iirst, and only showing the usua 
symptoms of a simple cold, and their 
owiu-rs have kept them nt work, and ii 
:i short time the horse developed what 
was called pinkeye. By carefully follow- 
iiif the disease through its entire course, 
1 Dunk that any intelligent person will 
lintl it almost" identical with pleuro- 
pneumonia—all its general weakness, 
lassitude, swelling of limbs, want of 
;iiipetite. and finally water thrown out 
tiv the overcharged ami imperfectly 
wen-king vessels of the system—more 
especially the lunes. 
Why 
horses 


should be troubled iii this way, as never 
verv generally before, is a mystery for 
the'wTse oiie.s'tn attempt to solve. 


Tho atmosphere may predispose the 


horse to it, as it lias seemed to cause a 
hirsfo increase of late years of pneumonia 
u "cnns lioinii.

prevent auiT arrest the disease if possible 
in its early stages.
